The Knesset yesterday approved 
a coalition resolution declaring that 
the Camp David agreements are the 
sole basis for discussing the future 
of the Arabs of Judea, Samaria and 
the Gaza district and of Israel-Egypt 
relations. 

The brief resolution rejected the 
so-called European initiative and. 
the eight-point Saudi Arabian plan, 
declaring that Israel “will not 
negotiate with any party" on the 
basis of these. 

It also declared that “Jerusalem is 
the capita] of Israel.” 

The resolution was adopted by 
the vote of 55 coalition members. 
Eighteen MKs voted against the 
resolution, while 25 abstained. 

The abstainers we re a ll from the. 
Alignment’s Labour wfng,‘ "and In- 
cluded both well-known doves and 
hawks. Likud Liberal ‘dove' Dror 
Zcigcrman did not raise his hand in 
the vote. 

On the nine-point. Alignment 
resolution, the vote was 36 in favour, 
and 56 opposed. The Mapam 
members, the Citizens Rights 


Movement's SbuJamir Aloni. 
Labour's Jerusalem branch 
secretary, Uzi .Baram and Yossi 
Sarid did not vote for their faction's 
resolution and Zeigerman did not 
vote against it. Telem's Mordechai 
Ben-Porai voted for the resolution. 

Tehiya's resolution received only 
the two votes of the two faction 
members present, and only tHe 
three Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality MKs present sup- 
ported their faction’s resolution. 

The government. and Alignment 
resolutions said essentially the same 
thing, though the former said it 
much more tersely. It states: 

• The Venice resolution of the 
European nations, known as the 
European initiative, is rejected out- 
right. Israel will not negotiate with 
any party on the basis of this plan or 
initiative. 

• The eight points put forth by the 
Saudi Arabian crown prince do not 
constitute a peace' plan, but rather 
would result in putting the very ex- 
istence of Israel in jeopardy. 
Therefore, Israel will not negotiate

Turkey’s ex-premier jailed for criticism 


ANKARA. — A military court here 
yesterday sentenced former Turkish . 
premier . B ulent Ecevit to four 
months in prison for criticizing the 
cou'ntiy’s ruling National Security 
Council, EcevH’s lawyers reported. 

The Social-Democrat leader was 
charged with violating a council 
communique that virtually banned, 
critical remarks directed at the 
armed forces and comments on the 
political future of the country. The 


council is composed of military 
leaders. 

On October 19, Ecevit wrote a 
“rebuttal*’ to the Turkish Radio and 
Television (TRT), refuting allega- 
tions by head of state Gen. Kenan 
Evren that former politicians were 
responsible for the political and 
economic chaos before the coup. 
The TRT did not broadcast the 
seven-page letter, but copies of it. 
were released to foreign correspon- 
dents by Ecevit.

Hurwitz, an im- 
migrant Veterinarian from South 
Africa, had owned smaller alligators ' 
as pets,* but had never performed 
surgery on xme before. 

After a, crew of alligator-handlers 
tied Orcn firmly at his tail and legs 
and placed a special steel lasso 
around his jaws, Hurwitz and his as- 
sociate Dr. Ron Frichmann went to ‘ 
work in an improvised ‘ outdoor 
operating theatre. 

-They first, tried to put Oren to 
sleep with a general anesthetic ad- 
ministered through- a nostril. 

/ When he gave a: sudden- lunge and 


threw off three of his ‘nurses’ — 
who had been sitting on his back to 
hold him. down — it became dear 
that not-enough anesthetic was get- 
ting through. At this point, Hurwitz 
had Oren’s mouth carefully prized 
open and a thick wooden pole was 
jammed between his teeth, enubling 
HurwitZ’. to. place a tube down- 
Oren’s trachea and into his lungs. . 

With the anesthetic flowing freely 
through the tube. Oren was soon 
unconscious’ and remained so Tor 
the rest of the operation. The 
wound was cleaned out and ban- 
daged with an IDF field dressing 
which must be changed daily until 
■the wound heuls. 

But then Oren stopped breathing. 
Hurwitz immediately disconnected 
-the rubber hose from the anesthesia 


pump and placed his mouth on the 
trachial tube, up against the al- 
ligator's massive jaw. He breathed 
deeply into the animal for several 
moments, until Oren resumed 
breathing on his own. Oren was 
then given several injections of an- 
tibiotics and viumins in his tail* un- 
tied and hosed down with water, to 
help bring him back to con- 
sciousness. 

Hurwitz and the Hamat Gader 
staff wenT pleased with the success 
of the operation, because it es- 
tablished the best way to 
anbsthptize an alligator and becuuse 
the alternative would- have been to 
amputate Oren’s leg; “There is no 
doubt that inhalation anesthesia is 
the anesthesia of ihe future for rep- 
tiles anywhere.” Hurwitz said.

Bipartisan 
Knesset team 
to fight Saudi 
plan in U.S.

A bipartisan Knesset delegation is 
expected to leave next week for the 
U.S. to explain Israel’s opposition 
to the Saudi Arabian peace plan. 
The eight-member delegation will 
be headed by Moshe Arens (Likud- 
Herut), chairman of the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee. 

This development follows the 
decision of the Alignment Knesset 
faction yesterday, by a vote of 17-9, 
to take part in the delegation on 
condition that they be free to ex- 
press their own views and not be 
restricted to negating the Saudi 
plan. 

Alignment faction spokesman 
Yisrael Peleg told The Jerusalem 
Post that since the delegation is now 
defined as a “parliamentary 
delegation,” that freedom of ex- 
pression is axiomatic.

The U.S. is making a deter- 
mined effort to allay Israeli fears 
of a pro-Saudi tilt in American 
policy* and the invitation to 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
to come to Washington is seen 
by observers here as part of that 
effort. The invitation, for 
strategic cooperation talks with 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger on November 30, 
was announced by Premier 
Menachem Begin in the Knesset 
yesterday, (see story below) 

The anxiety-allaying and 
atmosphere-improving effort has 
been conducted principally in 
Washington. Israeli diplomats there 
are being energetically reassured 
that the U.S. has no intention of 
abandoning or weakening its com- 
mitment to Camp David. 

U.S. officials are explaining to the 
Israelis that the American state- 
ments of cautious welcome for the 
Saudi Arabian eightpoint peace 
plan were designed to encourage 


the Saudis. They were not intended 
as an endorsement of the plan. 

Sources in Jerusalem, assessing 
the U.S. diplomatic effort over re- 
cent days, say the Americans 
“plainly don't want a fight" with 
Israel. 

By the same token. Begin plainly 
would prefer not to have to “light" 
with the U.S., if a moderate 
dialogue, and diplomatic contacts 
can produce a reassuring confirma- 
tion of active American support for 
Camp David. Hence the premier’s 
elaborate welcome in his Knesset 
speech yesterday to Weinberger's 
invitation to Sharon, and hence, 
too, his carefully oblique and low- 
key criticism of the U.S. in both 
yesterday's and Monday's speeches. 

“The Knesset should greet (the 
invitation to Sharon) with 
gratification," the premier urged. 
“It is very important for us and for 
the whole free world, and (the U.S.- 
Israel strategic cooperation) will be 
advantageous to both states..."

U.S. invites Sharon

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin yesterday told the Knes- 
set that Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon has been invited to 
Washington on November 30 to’ 
meet with .U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
for talks on strategic coopera- 
tion between the two countries. 

Already on Friday, a team 
headed by Defence Ministry plann- 
ing unit head Ahif Avraham Tamir 
and chief of intelligence Aluf 
Yehoshua Sag ay is to go to 
Washington to prepare the material 
for the drafting of a “memorandum 
of understanding” on the matter. 

Replying to the Knesset debate 
on his policy statement to the 
House on Monday, Begin described 
the cooperation between Israel and 
the U.S. as “very important to us. 


very important to the free world." 
He said he thought that it would be 
“to the advantage of the two 
..countries, which do not have any 
written alliance," yet between 
whom there is "cooperation, 
friendship, and even an unsigned al- 
liance — which is sometimes more 
important than a signed one." 

The prim e minist er defended as 
“sensible” Israel’s restraint in not 
yet taking military action against 
the Syrian missiles in Lebanon. He 
said that U.S. special emissary 
Philip Habib is scheduled to return 
to the region shortly to renew his 
mission and Israel had acceded to 
his request to give him more time to 
persuade the Syrians to remove the 
missiles.

Security forces early yesterday 
morning dynamited the homes of 
two of the youths alleged to have 
taken part in (he stabbing of a 
Kir vat Arbu resident on Saturday 
night and sealed the home of a third 
who is reportedly the insligatur of 
the attack. 

The curfew imposed on the part 
of the Hebron market where the at- 
tack took place was lifted early 
yesterday morning, but large 
numbers of troops were still visible 
in the town yesterday. 

Security forces are holding 
Mahmoud Farhi Nimer Hasunu. IS. 
and Akram Abed af-Wahaba 
Samiyu Asili. 17. who are said to 
have admitted to knifing 36-year- 
old David Kopulsky. They are also 
holding Wahel' MuSsa Husein 
Tamimi. J,6, who is alleged to have 
planned The attack. 

Kopulsky, who was carrying an 
Uzi sub-raachinegun, shot Asili and 
a bystander after being stabbed. 
Investigators traced the other two 
youths after questioning Asili in the 
Ramaltah hospital, where his condi- 


tion was described as "muderale.* 

Minor disturbances continued in 
the West Bank yesterday with 
pupils leaving their classrooms in al- 
Khader. Anas and Dehaisha, while 
in Hebron, El-Bira and Anabiu 
there was stone-throwing and tire- 
burning. 

In Bethlehem, students at the 
local Catholic univenily. held a 
protest outside the offices of the 
municipality. In Bir Zeil and at the 
women's seminary in Ramallah 
there were political rallies. 

The military government has 
demolished six illegally built houses 
in the Hebron area over the past 
two weeks. 

The mayor of Hebron, M uslafa 
Nat she. has asked the military 
governor of the town to vacate a 
building known as Beit Romano, 
adjacent to Beit Hadassah. and 
which serves as a local schooL Set- 
tlers from Beit Hadassah have 
claimed the building as one of those 
originally belonging to Jews who 
fled the city following the (929 
pogrom.

For Grad, the court 
said, the appeal was simply a mailer 
of using proteksia. But for Arbel. 
who dropped a hint during their 
conversation that he would be in- 
terested in a job following his 
release from the army, it was a mat- 
ter of seeking a bribe in return Tor 
the transfer, the. court said. 

Grad picked up tbe him and sug- 
gested setting up a company in con- 
junction with Arbel, he testified. 

That the company was never 
formed was irrelevant, in light of the 
fact that -Arbel saw the transfer 
through and accepted the proposal 
to be a partner in the business ven- 
ture, the court ruled, in finding him 
guilty of bribery- and conduct un- 
becoming an officer. 

The court acquitted Arbel on a 
second charge that he had received 
IS14.700 worth of building materials 
in return for providing a military 
police escort for a convoy carrying 
18 water towers north from Sinai — 
a project undertaken for the 
Defence Ministry by contractor 
Michel Radum'. 

The court ruled that Radum. 
described as a close friend of Arbel. 
had not demanded payment Tor the 
materials as an act of friendship. 
The fact that Arbel has made ar- 
rangements to pay Radum — who 
has been abroad since August 1980 
— for the materials, was also taken 
into consideration in rejecting the 
bribery charge. 

But, the court said, ArbcFs order 
to provide the escort, which was 
given “solely because of (the two 
men's) friendship, was tantamount 
to protekzia and there is no doubt 
the accused behaved in a manner 
unbecoming an officer and broke 
discipline.’’ 

Arbel was convicted on the 
charge he gave classified informa- 
tion to private investigator Shlumo 
Nuchshun — the mun who arranged 
the meeting with Grad. The infor- 
mation related to whether Tran- 
sport Ministry director-general 
A rye Grosbard served in the Un- 


reserves. and was requested by 
Nachshon — again described as a 
friend of Arbel — with regard to a 
court case in Canada involving 
Grosbard. 

Arbel told the court he traded 
that information for details 
Nachshon had promised him on 
IDF deserters. 

Protekzia for another friend, 
restaurant-owner. Yosef Shaul. 
resulted in the court finding Arbel 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficer. Arbel used his position to al- 
low Shaul's son Ofer. a paratrooper 
serving a 35-day stint in a military 
jail, to work outside the prison 
walls, the court said. The defendant 
admitted to having made Ofer’s jail 
term easier and said he did so 
because he knew- the soldier. 

-Arbel was also convicted for 
further actions to secure the 
soldier's transfer to the military 
police and early discharge from (he 
army. 

“By acting as he did, (he defen- 
dant made a mockery of the law." 
the court said. “This was behaviour 
unbecoming an officer of his rank, 
who must keep his eyes open on 
what goes on in the IDF. After all. 
his rank was not given him to satisfy 
his personal needs." 

Conduct unbecoming an officer 
was also the ruling with regard to 
charges that Arbel had his driver do 
his shopping for him and drive 
Arbel’s daughter to ballet lessons. 

The court devoted a portion of its 
verdict to the question of proper 
conduct by IDF officers. “It would 
seem to us that an officer should not 
be allowed to act improperly even if 
there are many officers who do no 
and view it as an appropriate mode 
of behaviour,'* the court said. “!t 
should not be the improper norm 
that guides the officer. He should 
adopt correct modes of behaviour 
that rellcci principles." 

The judges said that any officer 
waiting for the court to set the 
proper mode of behaviour is nut 
worthy of his rank. 

Arbel and defence attorneys Ydir 
Green and Runni l-einMein all 
declined comment on (he verdicts.

If Alexander Pariteky — a 43- 
y ear-o I'd engineer and Soviet aliya 
activist in Kharkov — is convicted 
next week- pf "disseminating anti-' 
Soviet propaganda." Jews in that 
city arid throughout the Ukraine 
may be so intimidated -that they 
might abandon their ' struggle to 
emigrate to. Israel: 

This warning was conveyed to 
President Yitzhak Navon yesterday 
by three members of the scientists* 
advisory committee to the Israel 
Public Council for .Soviet Jewry, 
who -met with him at Beit Hanassi. 

The group. led tty Dr? Edith 
Frank el of the Hebrew University's 
Soviet and East European Research 
Centre, said that harassment of 
would-be Jewish emigrants in 
Kharkov and Moscow has reached! 
a severe JeyeL Paritzky,. who applied 
for emigration five years ago, was. 
arrested in August after founding 
the ‘‘Jewish' University” in 
Kharkov, where Jews studied on 
weekends. The Soviet authorities 


pressured Paritzky’s colleagues 
after his arrest to testify that a letter 
he sent to OVIR. the office that 
grants exit visas, complaining about 
harassment of Jews, contained anti- 
Soviet propaganda. Frankel reports. 

Because of Paritzky’s arrest, the 
Jewish University did not open 
again in September. 

If he is convicted, Paritzky could 
be imprisoned for three years or 
sent to internal exile For five.- 

A number of letters, including 
one request for help that was sent 10 
Navon,. were confiscated from 
Paritzky's wife Polina when she was 
on a train. The Soviet authorities 
have threatened to take the couple's 
two daughters, aged 14 and 10. away 
from them and to send them to an' 
orphanage. 

When Frankel and her colleagues 
told the president that outside pres- 
sure could help Paritzky, he 
promised to consider how he could 
help.

Two work disputes threaten 
halt in payments to public

Two work disputes — one in the 
National Insurance Institute and the 
other between the Treasury and 
' government ministry accountants 
— are liable to disrupt government 
payments throughout the economy, 
from large subsidies to child al- 
lowances. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira in- 
tends to intervene today in the Nil 
dispute, which threatens to close all 
Nil branches for the first three days 
of next week. The dispute 
developed from sanctions imposed 
by Nil typists for higher wages, fol- 
lowed by a management lock-out of 
the typists as a countermeasure, 
then an escalation of typists’ sanc- 
tions, including computer program- 
mers. . . 

The computer programmers 


threatened a onc-day warning 
strike, which has not been 
authorized by the Histadrut. If next 
week's sanctions are imposed, they 
are likely to delay the receipt of all 
Nil administered funds. 

The second dispute began Sun- 
day, when the accountants of 
various government ministries 
refused to transfer any money to the 
Treasury, except for salaries, claim- 
ing their salary demands have not 
been acted on by the Treasury. The 
sanctions affect .such areas as the 
supply of subsidized goods and pay- 
ments to local authorities. 

Another basis for the dispute is 
the question of the accountants' 
status. They are demanding posi- 
tions equivalent to first deputy 
directors-general, with the cor- 
responding rise in grade and perks, 
including a new pay scale and in- 
creased retirement benefits. 



Ehrlich reviewing policy on Beduin’s herds

Agriculture Minister Simhu 
Ehrlich yesterday indicated that the 
government may review a 1950 law 
which limits the grazing of goats by 
Negev Beduin, and said that he has 
already instructed (he Green Patrol 
to moderate its policy of con- 
fiscating and destroying the herds of 
alleged violators. 

“Israel has enough enemies. We 
don’t have to create more with our 
own hands." Ehrlich told MK 
Shulamit Aloni, former Supreme 
Court justice Haim Cohn and 
ecologist Prof. Michael Even-Ari. 

. The three leaders of the Associa- 
tion for Human Rights, had asked 
to present the minister with their 
findings on the conflict between 
Negev Beduin and the Nature 
Reserves Authority, which sponsors 
the Green Patrol. 

Even-Ari, an expert on desert 
water systems and desert ecology, 
told Ehrlich the Beduin herds are 
not harmful to the Negev vegetation 
or ecological balance. 

Meanwhile, some 50 Beduin from 
the Azazma and Janabib tribes near 
Kibbutz Mashabei Sadeh in the 


Negev hill area demonstrated out- 
side the Knesset yesterday to 
protest alleged government at- 
tempts to evict them from the area, 
where Beduin expert Dr. Yitzhak 
Bailey said they have lived "for 
generations.** 

The demonstrators claimed they 
represented some 700 residents of 
the area. They reported many inci- 
dents of alleged harassment by the 
Green Patrol, which they said has 
speeded up procedures for dispos- 
ing of confiscated goats to avoid 
court orders to restore them to the 
Beduin. Hameid Suddan, a former 
IDF intelligence operative who was 
once jailed For four months in 
Jordan after a mission there, said 
that his herd of 280 goats was seized 
last year while he was on a 
pilgrimage to Mecca. This followed 
a three-year court battle. 

The Beduin said the government 
is trying to force them to move to an 
urban concentration near 
Beersheba, and is using the Green 
Patrol harassment of their herds as a 
form of pressure. They claimed that 
owners of confiscated herds receive 
less than half of the animals’ value 
in compensation. 


Salah Ujan, whose 354 goats were 
confiscated in June, also told how 
his and 16 other families were for- 
cibly moved from the Revivim area 
to a site near Mashabei Sadeh a 
year before that. Their former land, 
he said, is now being worked by 
KibhuLz Relamim. 

Noah Segal of Kibbutz Mashabei 
Sadeh, who accompanied the Be- 
duin. dismissed charges that many 
of them are grazing the goats illegal- 
ly. "It's like saying all Jews are 
thieves, on the basis of one or two 
cases,” he said. 

A spokesman for the Green 
Patrol last night said that the outfit 
only confiscates and destroys goals 
"caught on state land, after due 
warning." He claimed that the Be- 
duin receive tbe full value of the 
animals, minus 20-25 per cent, in 
compensation. 

The spokesman denied that any 
of the land formerly used by the 17 
families near Revivim was given by 
the IDF to Kibbutz Retamim. He 
said the Beduin had been allowed to 
settle there only temporarily, until 
the Army decided it needed the 
land, in 1980.

MKs plug loophole that 
benefited firm owners

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday plugged a loophole in the 
income tax law that enabled dozens 
of companies over the last several 
years to reap millions of shekels in 
capital gains without paying income 
tax. 

The law holds that capital gains 
.on stocks and stock options sold on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Market are ex- 
empt from income tax. In the case 
of industrial firms and industrial 
holding companies, capital gains on 
their shares and options are tax free 
as well when sold on stock ex- 
changes abroad. 

In the case of owners of firms 
whose own share holdings were of- 
fered for sale to the public on the 
exchange, the law required capital 
gains taxes to be paid. The tax did 


not have to be paid when the new 
shares were registered, but only 
when they were sold. The law 
previously referred only to shares 
and not to share options or capital 
notes. This loophole meant that 
.holders of share options or capital 
notes could avoid income tax by sel- 
ling their assets in these forms, or by 
selling shares or options abroad. 

MBlions of tax-free shekels were 
made in this way on the sale of as- 
sets whose value had appreciated 
over many years. 

The amendment to the law ap- 
proved yesterday closed the 
loophole by stipulating that capital 
gains made from the first sale of 
owners’ shares on the' exchange are 
taxable, whether in the form of 
regular shares, options or capital 
notes, or whether sold in Israel or 
abroad.

Dayan’s antiquities being reviewed

Law, anything found in an excava- 
tion — licensed or unlicensed — is 
state, not private, property. 

“But a man may rightfully own 
anything he has purchased from a 
licensed antiquities dealer,” said 
Brick. - 

. Bric^' also pointed out ihal the 
state may also, under certain condi- 
tions, expropriate archeological 
pieces deemed "of national or 
scientific importance,” in the words 
of the law.

Federal prosecutor Kurt Reb- 
mann took charge of the case 
yesterday, saying “the extent of the 
find raises sufficient factual 
evidence to suspect that an extreme 
rightist terrorist organisation was in- 
volved.” 1 

Police are still checking the con- 
tents of 88 crates full of arms, ex- 
plosives and deadly poisons dis- 
covered in 31 caches on Lueneburg 
heath after the arrest last week of 
neo-Nazi Heinz Lembke. 


Lembke, a 44-year-old forester 
and member of the neo-Nazi 
National Democratic Party, hanged 
himself in his prison ceil on Sunday 
before police could question him 
about his accomplices. 

Police and local prosecutors said 
many of the weapons were of types 
used by the Bundeswehr (armed 
forces) and might have been sup- 
plied by neo-Nazi sympathizers in 
the forces. 

But the Defence Ministry said 
there was little evidence that they 
came from the army and allegations 
of Bundeswehr involvement were 
irresponsible.

Leyland accord ends closure threat 


LONDON (UPI). — British 
Leyland's 58,000 hourly production 
workers voted by more than 2-1 
yesterday to call off a pay strike 
which the state-owned company 
warned would force it out of the 
car-making business. 

On the second day of a walkout to 
press for a 20 per cent pay hike from 
the near-bankrupt company, a bal- 
lot of most of BL's 30 British plants 
produced acceptance of the com- 
pany's offer of a 3.8 per cent pay in- 
crease and improved bonus pay- 
ments. 

Shop stewards, who pushed the 


strike over objections of their un- 
ions’ national leaders, were ex- 
pected to announce that production 
would be resumed today. 

BL chairman Sir Michael 
Edward es told the work force that if 
the strike idled the production lines, 
he would fire them without 
severance pay and ask the govern- 
ment to liquidate BL’s car-making 
division. But he withdrew the threat 
after the new agreement. 

The company has been kept 
afloat by huge injections of govern- 
ment money vftiile it tries to stage a 
recovery programme.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP). — Joe Engle and Richard 
Truly paid a pre-dawn visit to shut- 
tle Columbia yesterday, thanked 
launch crews for the so-far perfect 
countdown and said they are eager 
for today’s flight in the first 
spaceship ever to make a return trip 
to orbit. 

“It should be clear and beautiful 
for the liftoff," NASA administrator 
James Beggs said yesterday. 

Columbia is scheduled to lift off at 
7.30 a.m. (Israel time 2.30 p.m.) 
after overnight loading of the super- 
cold fuels that will power its- drive 
into space. 

Engle and Truly yesterday spent 


about an hour at the pad, inspecting 
the 37 metre tall vehicle and chat- 
ting with launch crews. They then 
took to the air in a modified jet to 
practise emergency landings on a 
nearby 4,572 metre runway. They 
would use the strip only if their 
shuttle engines quit early and they 
could not get into orbit. 

Engle and Truly are to pilot the 
spacecraft for five days, four hours 
and 10 minutes — more than twice 
the duration of the first mission.

Palestinian refugee schools 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The head of the UN agency respon- 
sible for Palestinian refugees said 
yesterday it may face collapse next 
year because of lack of money. 

Olof Rydbeck, commissioner- 
general of the UN Relief end Works 
Agency for Palestine refugees 
(UNRWA), told the General As- 
sembly's special political committee 
that it needed an extra S34 million 
to keep all its schools open 
throughout 1982. 

UNRWA, which is supported by 
voluntary. contributions- from,. UNI 
member states, provides relief as- 
sistance. health care and 
educational programmes for almost 
two million people registered with it 
in Syria, Jordan, Lebanon, and on 


the Israeli-administered West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. Nearly 650,000 of 
them live in refugee camps. 

Rydbeck said its projected 
spending for 1982 was S24Sm. but 
that contributions on this year's 
level would produce only SI 85m. 
The projected 1981 deficit was 
544.9m.' ‘

U.S. may return Czech gold from WW2 


VIENNA (AP). — Czechoslovak 
and American negotiators yesterday 
were reported close (o initialling an 
agreement to resolve a dispute over 
18.4 metric tons of Czechoslovak 
gold held in the West since World 
War II. 

The agreement requires approval 
by the U.S. Congress. Two previous 
proposals worked out in 1964 and 
1974 failed to win congressional en- 


dorsement. 

The gold came into Allied hands 
during World War U and has been 
held since by a tripartite commis- 
sion made up of the U.S., France 
and Britain. 

The U.S. blocked the return of 
the gold pending settlement of 
claims by Americans for properly 
seized by Czechoslovakia's postwar 
Communist government.

BEIRUT (AP). — Kurdish in- 
surgents allegedly burned to death 
four government communications 
officials in the Kurdish-populated 
areas of northwestern Iran, the of- 
ficial Pars news agency said yester-. 
day. 


Teheran radio said that in “fierce 
clashes” between the revolutionary 
guards and the autonomy-minded 
Kurds in Mahabad, 17 of the Kurds 
and one guard were killed, “several 
injured” and 26 arrested. 

In a later dispatch from Teheran, 
Pars said “five outlaws” were killed 
on Sunday in clashes between the 
guards and the rebels in the Saqqez 
area, as well as one gendarme. 

The insurgents, Pars said, armed 
with light and heavy weapons, at- 
tacked one of the guards’ bead- 
quarters in Sordasht, some 10 kms. 
from the Iraqi border, but the at- 
tack was repelled and the rebels 
were forced to flee. 

“During various clashes between 
revolutionary guards and the 
counter-revolutionaries on Sunday, 
14 (rebels) were killed,” Pars said.

According to press accounts, 
Iraya de Souza and his wife Laure. 
23, were performing on two 
trapezes 3.65 metres above the 
ground before 200 persons at the 
Francesco Orfei Circus without us- 
ing a protective net. 

While swinging, the. two acrobats 
collided. The man fell and hit the 
ground with his head. Laure was 
able to hold on to the trapeze.

PERHAPS the docu-drama suc- 
ceeded so well in speaking to peo- 
ple's consciences because instead of 
focusing on the incredible number 
of millions of Jews murdered, it 
dealt with individuals with whom 
the viewer could identify. 

The remarkable influence of the 
film may also be seen in the fact that 

-the word -'Holocaust," which had 

rarely been used before by the 
German public as a term for the 
Nazis' annihilation policy against 
the Jews, is commonly used so to- 
day. ' - 

To determine the impact the film 
had, viewers and non-viewers were 
surveyed immediately before and 
after the broadcast and then 14 
weeks later. Another -survey, to 
evaluate long-term effects, .was 
taken 17 months after the film had 
been broadcast. Detailed questions 
were asked to elucidate whether 
Holocaust had improved people's 
knowledge of the Nazi period and 
whether it had affected their opi- 
- nions and attitudes. 

' The results showed that 73 per- 
cent of viewers said they had a 
positive opinion of the docu-drama, 
51 per cent declared that they had 


acquired new information on the 
Nazi regime; and 62 per cent of the 
younger age group (14-19 years) 
were . stimulated by the film to 
improve their knowledge of Ger- 
many under Hitler. 

VMiat the figures do not directly 
show is that Holocaust provoked dis- 
cussions among families, between 
friends and even between strangers 
on the street. Young people began 
to ask their parents, or their grand- 
parents. about their life during the 
Nazi regime. The whole nation was 
embarrassed. 

ONE OF the crucial points of . the 
surveys was to show whether any 
racist tendencies exist and to what 
extent. It was shown that among the 
younger age groups (14-19 years), 
anti-Semitic tendencies exist though 
none of the juveniles knew any Jews 
personally. Obviously, changes in 
anti-Semitic attitudes and opinions 
may not be effected just by viewing 
a television drama, even when seen 
by millions of viewers, but the series 
may have been a first stimulus for 
many to examine the devastating ef- 
fects of such prejudicies. 

The questions used in early sur- 
veys to reveal racist tendencies 
were included in surveys taken 17 
months after the airing of Holocaust . 
Surveys were carried out by dif- 
ferent institutions, and they yielded 
rather different results.

ALMOST four decades and 
10,000km. from Auschwitz, the 
Holocaust of the Nazi era has been 
given legal recognition by a Los 
Angeles judge! 

The somewhat macabre ruling 
represents a significant judicial vic- 
tory for Mel Merraelstein, a con- 
centration camp survivor, ft is a 
defeat for : a- group of revisionist 
historians, backed by a network of 
right-wing organizations, who have 
denigrated the destruction of six 
million Jews as a “myth and Zionist 
hoax. 

“This is the first time in this 
country that the Big Lie, which 
denies the reality of the Holocaust, 
has. been .tested in court,” said 
Mermelstein’s lawyer, William Cox. 
“The Big Lie lost” 

In the key'issue in the case, the 
presiding judge of the' Los Angeles 
Superior Court, Thomas T. 
Johnson, took formal judicial notice 
that “Jews were gassed to death at 
the Auschwitz concentration camp 
in Poland in the summer of .1944.” 

This one specific fact upheld by 
Judge Johnson is at the heart of the 
suit filed by the 54-year-old 
Mermelstein against the Los 
Angeles-based Institute for 
■Historical Review. Two years ago, 
the institute’s .“historians” offered 
to pay S50,000 to any person who 
could prove that “even one Jew" 
had been killed iri the gas chambers 
of Auschwitz. 

• Mennelstein, now a businessman 
in Long Beach, California, took up 
the offer. As an Auschwitz inmate 
■iii. 1944, he had lost his mother’ and 
two sisters in the camp’s gas 
chambers and in addition was ready 
to. submit declarations by 13 
Auschwitz eyewitnesses. Zykkm B 
crystals arid human hair' and ashes 
of- cremated prisoners recovered 
from Auschwitz. 


When the institute reneged on its 
offer, Mermelstein sued for breach 
of contract. Besides the $50,000, he 
is asking for $17 million in punitive 
damages for inflicting emotional 
distress and the institute's libel that 
he survived Auschwitz through 
“pecuniary stealth." 

'Named as co-defendants in the 
suit are a group of interlocking 
> organizations, dominated by the 
shadowy figure of Willis A. Carlo. 
CSarto is the founder of the extreme 
right wing Liberty Lobby, which, 
the suit charges, has spawned the 
Institute for Historical Review, the 
Legion for the Survival of Freedom 
and The Noontide Press. 

In fact, according to Mermels- 
lein’s brief, “the institute is but one 
arm of an organized, nationwide 
campaign of anti-Semitism and 
racism that has as its ultimate objec- 
tive the domination by a pure 
‘Aryan race,’ under Carto’s 
leadership.” 

Judge Johnson's ruling that the 
Holocaust “is simply a fact," said 
attorney Cox, clears the way for his 
motion for judgment without a trial 
on the monetary part of the suit. 

However, Mermelstein, sur- 
rounded by fellow survivors and his 
family outside the courtroom, in- 
dicated that the main goal of the 
suit had already been achieved: 
“Money was never on my mind in 
this case,” he said, and pledged to 
the court that any financial award 
would be donated to charity. 

In the meanwhile, Mermelstein’s 
own resources have been depleted 
in his pursuit of the expensive case, 
and the local Herbage-Southwest 
Jewish Press has appealed for public 
contributions. Attorney William 
Cox, a gentile of old American 
stock, said he is handling the case 
without a fee. 

Mermelstein. has recently 
published a book on his Auschwitz 
experiences entitled “By .Bread 
Alone: The Story of A-4685 ”

Some studies showed that the film 
succeeded in decreasing racist or 
anti-democratic attitudes. 
Presumably this is because people 
considered the- subject Jtf Nazism 
more than they had before. Other 
studies, however, ' stated that no 
educational influence could be 
detected. The different results in- 
dicate that the nature of such in- 
quiries is rather dubious. 

IT IS possible that the docu-drama 
had an undesirable,’ and even a 
rather frightening, secondary effect. 
Since 1979, the activities of neo- 
fascist groups seemed to be increas- 
ing in West Germany. This 
phenomenon some politicians 
believe, is related to the Holocaust 
series, because those groups saw the 
film as a challenge. It is probable, 
however, that while earlier public . 
attention focused on terror, from 
the left, and people tended to turn a 
blind eye to rightist neo-fascist ac- 
tivities, the Holocaust docu-drama 
drew attention to these groups. 

Perhaps the studies dealing with 
the indirect effect of Holocaust are 
most revealing. Research involving 
educators suggested that their reac- 
tion to the film was the realization 
of how ineffective education with 
respect to history had been. Thus 
one of the effects of Holocuasi was 
that those responsible for education 
felt a need for new and better means 
to impart knowledge. The period of 
the Nazi regime became the topic of 
many symposia and seminars. The

The threatened incursion is 
spearheaded by two entrepreneurs 
who plan to open hot tpb dubs, a 
new Los Angeles fad, in the heart of 
the Jewish enclave. 

Although the hot tub clubs are 
distantly related to bathhouses, they 
go well beyond the traditional 
schwilzbad. Plans for one of the 
spas, appropriately named Le Hot 
Tub Club, include 18 private rooms, 
equipped with such luxuries as 
whirlpools, steam rooms or saunas, 
showers, beds, hair-dryers and 
make-up mirrors, arid even 
aquariums and waterfalls. 

Rooms will rent for $10 to $30 an 
hour per person, rather steep for the 
modest middle-class neigh- 
bourhood. - 

However, it is not the price or the 
luxury that worries Fairfax resi- 
dents, but the business hours and 
type of anticipated clientele. 

Le Hot Tub Club will cater main- 
ly to night-time customers and be 
open until 4 a.m. on weekdays and 6 
ajn. on weekends, according to 
owner Larry Davis. A second club, 
called .Steam, will be restricted to 
males who like to .immerse 
themselves in hot tubs and lift 
wrights during late night and early 
morning hours. 

“What kind of people in our com- 
munity would use a hot tub club 
from midnight to 6 ajn.?" asks resi- 
dent Larry Klingman. “I think it will 
attract’ night people. There is a 
-potential for. crime and 
prostitution.” . 

- Even more, outspoken is Rabbi 
Abraham . Halberstam, whose 
Aatzei Chaim Orthodox Synagogue 
is located 200. metres from the site 
of Le Hot Tub Club. 

“The people who are going to go 
to this are lower-class people," the 
rabbi maintains. “We feel it will 
harm the neighbourhood. We feel it 
is not a thing of high morals or high 
standards." * 

Davis says be is worried by the 
extreme fervour of some opponents. 
He complains that construction 
workers at the site have been 
threatened and that a phone caller 
vowed to bomb the building. 

Less truculent Fairfax residents, 
in the meanwhile, are taking their 
fight to the city Police Commission, 
which must grant permits to Le Hot 
Tub Club, and Steam before their 
-doors can open for business. A deci- 
sion by the Commission is expected 
-within two months.

Holocaust became a subject that 
was discussed more than ever 
before in teachers' journals. 

One of the main reasons for the 
immense impact of the film was, no 
doubt, the idea of driving home the 
truth about Nazi barbarism by 
showing people with whom the 
viewer could identify. Young people 
are considering the relationship 
between past and present political 
and social trends, particularly past 
and present fascism. There has been 
a trend in films away from the pure- 
ly documentary to those which pre- 
sent history in terms of individual 
experience. 

T.HESE WELCOME changes 
should not be attributed only to the 


impact of Holocaust. It was aired in 
January' (979, approximately two 
months after the 40th anniversary of 
Kristallnadtt and when debate in the 
Bundestag about the statute of 
limitations on Nazi crimes was im- 
minent. These factors also favoured 
intense reconsideration of the Nazi 
period. 

Months before the docu-drama 
was actually broadcast, heated dis- 
cussions developed over whether a 
“dramatized documentary” such as 
Holocaust could be considered a 
suitable means for dealing with the 
subject of genocide. Since Holocaust 
was aired, it seems that people's 
awareness of the period of National 
Socialism and concern about h has 
grown. This was particularly evident

Israel's mosi important legal enactment towards 
energy .conservation was a bill passed lust year 
whereby all new buildings must include sun collec- 
tors lor heating water. 

• Nowadays, mure than a third of Israel’s popula- 
tion gets its hot water through soiur energy, but not 
all existing buildings lend themselves to this sytem. 

A tremendous — one could well say horrendous 
— amount of energy is wasted m residential 
buildings in which all apartments are connected to 
an archaic central heating system, the operation or 
which is determined by the residents' committee 
iva'at! bavin. The old-fashioned boiler in such 
buildings heats the apartments and usually 
provides enough hot water for a shallow bath. The 
problem is that not everyone is home when the 
apartments are being healed, and a lot of people 
require more hot water than is made available by 
this system. So they turn on their individual boilers 
for additional hot water and use heating appliances 
to suit (heir convenience. 

Gaber regrets- that is is still illegal for the in- 
dividual householder to sever his/her apartment 
from the central heating system. A law to this ef- 
fect has been floundering in the Knesset for the 
past two years, but there seems to be some reluc- 
tance about giving the individual householder a 
greater degree of self rule. 

Neither Gaber nor other membes of his Ministry 
advocate going to extremes in energy conserva- 
tion. All it requires is a little common sense and a 
seif imposed rule which says: "If you're not 
deriving uny immediate benefit from it, switch it 
off." 

In its desire to broaden public knowledge on 
how to save energy, the Ministry has published a 
series of attractive brochures on "Everything you 
wanted to know about solar collectors,'' “Good 
ideas on how to save fuel in your car" and “How to 
save on energy at home." Another series deals with 
energy saving in industry, and there are also 
pamphlets about successful solar energy experi-

and a spice dehydration plant in the Maon region. 

To emphasize the message, the Ministry of Com- 
munications in March this year, put out two energy 
slumps, plus a pamphlet in Hebrew and English 
with the astounding information that Israel imports 
98 per cent of the raw materials required for its 
energy needs. 

The Ministry of Energy in its householders' 
brochure, has an introductory paragraph which ex- 
plains that petroleum is u lever for outside political 
pressure against Israel and implies how dangerous 
this could be for Israel's future. It ulso points out 
that increased petroleum costs affect the cost of 
everything in our everyday lives — water, 
agriculture, industry and transport. 

If everyone makes a concentrated effort to save 
on energy consumption, the combined operation 
will benefit the national economy. The Ministry is 
currently mounting a nation-wide campaign based 
on the old maxim that an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. 

Before the winter sets in, make sure that your 
home is properly insulated against the cold. Check 
your windows and doors to make sure there are no 
vents or cracks which allow cold air from outside 
to penetrate the room. The more effective the in- 
sulation. the less need for heating devices. Gaber 
claims that by property insulating your home, you 
can save at least 20 per cent on healing costs. In 
co-operation with the Ministry, Shekem has 
special discounts on insulation materials. The 
Minlstxy.also publishes a list of other retail outlets 
throughout ihe country where such materials are 


available. The list contains names, addresses, ’ 
phone numbers and the nature of the product. 

Guber adds that it's important to check your 
heaters to ascertain that they are properly cleaned. 
A dirty heater absorbs more fuel. Likewise, it is 
essential to check the pipes to determine in ad- 
vance whether there are leaks or blockages. 

Other energy savings tips include: 

Use one strong light instead of several dim lights 
to illuminate a room. A 100 watt bulb gives SO per 
cent more light at less cost than four 2S watt bulbs. 
Fluorescent tubes give four times more light per 
watt than regular bulbs, and the life span of the 
fluorescent tube is JO times that of a regular bulb. 

If you're painting the inside of your home 
before winter, use light colours on walls and 
ceilings because they are self-reflecting and 
eliminate the need for powerful electric light. 

In large rooms requiring strong illumination 
only part of the time, install multi-bulb chandeliers 
with individual switches to each bulb so that you 
can control the volume of light according to need. 

In places with more than one exit, such as 
hallways, install light switches at each exit, so that 
light is on only for the duration of time it Is re- 
quired. 

Don't place your refrigerator near the stove or 
any other appliance which gives off heat. The 
refrigerator should not be stuck in the corner, but 
20 cm. away from the walls. 

Defrost your refrigerator regularly. The greater 
the concentration of ice in your.freezer, the less ef- 
ficient your, appliance, arid' the; more'; energy It 


consumes. 

Make sure that the doors of your refrigerator 
are properly insulated, and don't leave them open 
unnecessarily, because the penetration of hot air 
overloads the motor of your appliance and in- 
creases energy consumption. 

If buying a new refrigerator, bear in mind that 
“frost free" models require more electricity than 
regular models. 

When cooking, defrost meat and poultry before 
roasting. The extra oven time required for frozen 
foods is very costly. 

If there are several items on your xnemi which 
require roasting or baking, whenever possible, 
place them in the. oven simultaneously to save on 
gas or electricity. ’ 

Prepare more food than you actually need, and 
freeze the left-overs. You will use less'gas or elec- 
tricity the second time around. 

Unless the dish you are preparing absolutely re- 
quires a pre-heated oven, don't turn .on the oven 
before you have completed your preparation.- 

Check the insulation of your oyexulfifs not 
properly sealed, you're wasting energy because 
you're allowing heat to escape arid . thereby in- . 
creasing roasting and baking times. 

Refrain from opening the door or your oven to t 
take a peek. Every time you open the door, you 
reduce the heat effectiveness of your oven by 20 
per cent. 

When cooking on top of the stove, -make sure

IN THE past three months, Milkud 
security systems has been marketing 
u new intercom based on a very sim- 
ple principle: seeing and hearing is 
better than hearing alone. 

The intercom uses video cameras 
to allow a person within an apart- 
ment or house to see as well as hear 
visitors before opening the door. 

The one-way camera installed 
above the push button panel is trig- 
gered when a visitor buzzes a resi- 
dent. Only the resident requested 
can see who is at the entrance, and 
the camera does not use film to 
record each person entering the 
building, thus insuring privacy and 
minimizing costs. 

But, who really needs such a 
sophisticated system?That question 
.'.JttJL tatjtl. RMf. frequently to. Leor 
"'Zouker,' assistant general manager 
of Milkud, since the company 
began selling the equipment.- 

“It’s a matter of the level of 
security -you want. Once people 
didn’t even lock their doors. Then 
they started using locks and 
peepholes. Now people are install- 
ing intercoms in buildings that were 
built without them. This is just one 
• more* step for better security," he 
said.

Safety first

In recent months, the company 
has also introduced a video surveil- 
lance system into its line of 
products. The system allows for up 
to five cameras at different loca- 
tions to be linked with a single 
monitor. While the system is- most 
often used in commercial 
enterprises where managers want to 
coordinate or survey activities going 
on in several locations, the video 
equipment can be used as part of a 
security system for large private 
properties. 

For many, concern over safety 
and security in the home increases 
with age, and intensifies if an elderly 
person lives alone. 

Milkud, which has specialized in 
installing and servicing wireless 
security systems since it was es- 
tablished in 1977, provides several 
methods of assuring home safety for 
the elderly. 

The firm sells portable units that 
are Jinked to a control centre man-, 
ned 24 hours a day. An elderly 
person can wear the light, cigarette- 
box size unit on a belt, or place it by 
a bedside. 

These units are used as a part of 


Milkud's more sophisticated 
systems for industrial and commer- 
cial security, but are equally well 
suited for home use. 

By simply pushing a button on the 
unit, the subscriber notifies the con- 
trol centre that he is in trouble. The. 
centre has on record what is to be 
done If the subscriber calls. 
Depending on the pre-arranged in- 
structions, the operator knows if he 
should call an. ambulance, alert the 
'police, ©# Contact 1 the client's fami- 
ly. Units with more than one button 
allow the client to signal several dif- 
ferent instructions to the centre. 

The Milkud control centre ser- 
vices hundreds of factories, 
warehouses, stores and industrial 
buildings, as well as individuals, and 
has built close ties with the police, 
according to Zouker. 

“Of course, the police always 
decide their priorities, whether to 
respond to a call from us or from an 
individual but we work closely with 
thfeiw, and have had excellent 
cooperation from them,” he said. 

Milkud maintains its own security 
protection squads that can rush to 
the site of a disturbance at any mo-

wandering. Today, we've got the 
biggest luggage collection in the 
country.”

‘Rosenberg and partner Eli 
Schlessinger, new immigrants from 
tlie US:, have patented a collapsi- 
ble head-rest of wood and 'fabric 
that -unfolds to elevate the head 
several inches from the ground.

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Ten-year plan lo increase industrial exports more than two-fold 

Expand success of exports: Patt

; .Israel's visible exports will in-. 
• crease; iwo-and-a-half-fold by the- 
end of the decade.- according lo a 
^■y«r plan due . lo be released 
. shortly,- Gideon Pall, minister of in- 
dustry. and trade, informed -7 he 
Jerusalem Post at the end of last 
week. 

■ Tta focus is on exports, which 
nave beept the biggest success in the 
-government's economic 
Policy- They rose from S2.4b. in 
1976 to S5.5b. last year — or which 
85 per cent were industrial exports. 

“These came to S4.75b. Our plan 
deals with industry only! Its foreign 
sales are due to go up by an average 
of 9 per cent annually, to reach 
SI 1.5b. by 1990," the minister said. 

“Chief accent is on the high- 
technology branches, and that 
means pushing the creation or new 
products based on local research 
and development. The trend is 
reflected in the figures. The growth - 
rate for electrical and electronic 
equipment will be 12 per cent a 
year. 

“If we take the entire sector of 
metals, electrical and electronic 
products, the rise will be from 
SI, 250m. to S3. 466m. This 
sophisticated and science- intensive 
branch will account by then for 40 
per cent of Israel's industrial ex- 
ports excluding diamonds." 

Diamonds are to expand more 
slowly by 7.5 per cent, and textiles 
at a lower rate still of 5 percent. But 
clothing should rise by 8 per cent a 
year, thanks to big strides made by 
the fashion industry. 

This high pace of industrialization

will not happen by itself. “Needed is 
S900m. of investment per annum in 
the production sector. At present 
one-third of our industrial exports 
are original Israeli developments, 
based on an outlay of $80m. a year 
on R&D — half of it grants, from the 
government 

“We intend that the proportion of 
original Israeli commodities should 
climb from one-third to 40 per cent. 
That can be done if R&D is stepped 
up from S80m. to 5275m. by the end 
of the decade.” 

All this represents considerable 
effort, since industry must expand 
faster than other branches. Produc- 
tivity wilt rise and so will employ- 
ment. The 9 per cent yearly expan- 
sion of exports will necessitate a 2.5 
per cent increase in manpower. The 
number of industrial workers should 
augment from 300,000 in 1980 lo 


Relative drop in tax revenue this year

The rate of increase in tax 
revenue is slower this year than last 
year, starting from the second 
quarter, according to figures 
released by the State Revenue Ad- 
ministration. 


From April to October, IS48.4 
billion in taxes were collected, com- 
pared to IS20.6b. during the same 
period last year, a rise in real terms 
of 8 per cent. ‘ 

The Bank of Israel reported that' 
tax revenue for April-June was 18 
per cent higher in real terms than 
during the same period last year. 


but only 7 per cent higher for the 
July-September period. October's 
tax revenues came to IS8.5b.. the 
same in real terms as last year. 

Income tax revenue last month 
was IS5b., the same as last year in 
real terms. Since April income tax 
revenues have risen by 5 per cent in 
real terms relative to last year. 

VAT revenues in October were 
lS2.1b., 6 per cent more than last 
year, but VAT revenues rose by 17 
per cent from April to October to 
IS9.9b. 

Import duties last month came to 
IS980m., compared to IS424m. last 
year, a slight rise in real terms. 


350.000 in 1983, attaining 420.000 by 
the start of the nineties, according 
to Patt. 

He has Just introduced a new levy 
on textile imports: also import 
licences are necessary henceforth 
for textile products purchased in 
countries with which Israel has no 
trade agreement. 

His explanation: “I see no reason 
why we should buy from places that 
do not buy from us.” Moreover, the 
inflow of goods at cut-throat prices 
is making life difficult for the local 
textile industry. Says Gideon Patt: 
“Rather than have Israel a paradise 
for importers and a hell for ex- 
porters, I propose to make it the 
other way round.”

competition, but not to the point of . 
absurdity. “We don’t have to pul up J 
with dumping,” he says. “If cotton i 
yarn is imported at less than the 
price of raw cotton charged by the 
farmers, something bas to be done. I 
won't allow textites to be marketed 
in Israel at less than the price for 
which they are sold in their country 
of origin. 

He believes that industry needs 
some assistance even in these 
budget-cutting times. **We can't use 
industry as the sole weapon against 
inflation. Making credit expensive 
is alright, provided it doesn’t hit the 
manufacturer or the exporter. 

“Lei's make credit dear for the 
importer, by all means. If the 
marketing of Gucci, or Shmucci 
products becomes more costly. I'm 
not bothered. In general I'm not a 
favoured son of the importers. 

“People accuse me of being non- 
liberal. of being a socialist like 
Sapir. Do they expect me because 
of three or four importers of yam. 
to close down the jobs of 1,200 
workers?” j 

Industrialists are pleased with the 
new policy, importers not. 
Economists in the Treasury and the 
Bank of Israel express dismay at this 
return to overt protectionism, 
which they condemn as inflationary. 

Pali's reaction: "Should the local- 
industry abuse our support by slow- 
ing down the drive for greater 
productivity.

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Guarding the guards 


WHO WILL GUARD the guards? The ancient question keeps rever- 
berating through the corridors of lime, still awaiting an answer. 

Almost exactly two years ago the then commander of the military 
police. .Tat-A!uf Baruch ArbeJ. speaking to the press, painted a pretty 
gloomy picture of the state of delinquency within the armed forces. 
Desertions, he said, had been on the rise since 1973: the number of 
women prisoners was increasing loo: the number of arrests for drug 
ofTenccs was on the upswing, and several cases had been discovered 
of soldiers stealing weapons and selling them to Arabs. 

“The army is like the society from which it is drawn." the top 
military policeman ruefully, but stoically, observed. 

The same. alas, is apparently true of the military police as well. 
Yesterday T/A Arbel himself was convicted of a large number or the 
35 charges brought against him for bribery. Fraud, divulging state 
secrets and exceeding his authority. Thai the court did not find the 
_ defendant guilty of all the charges, is itself almost a relief: and un ap- 
peal. following the sentencing later this week, is likely. But the un- 
animous decision is nevertheless bound to induce some melancholy 
thoughts. 

Whatever else he was at the lime of his appointment as comman- 
der of the military police in 1977. T/A Arbel was not a newcomer. He 
was a thorough professional, having started his army career as a 
military policeman in 1949. and having advanced through the ranks 
to become deputy chief just before he reached the top. It would be 
comforting to assume that the illegal practices of which he was con- 
victed were a latter-day aberration. But it seems more likely that they 
had developed over a long period of service on the force. 

The fact is that an area commander of the military police “went on 
leave" after suspicions of wrongdoing hud been raised against him 
exactly one day after T/A Arbel was released from the IDF “at his 
own request" lust October. The conviction of T/A Arbel, then, is in a 
large sense an indictment of a whole system of illegal favouritism in 
the defence forces. Indeed, the court did suggest very cautiously, that 
there are defence forces personnel who act improperly in this regard. 

T/A Arbel was removed from his post, even before his final release, 
in August of last year, soon after charges regarding his conduct had 
been made. Chief oif Staff Rafael Eitan voiced the hope at the time 
that the prompt and intensive army inquiry into the charges would be 
reassuring to the public. 

This was indeed so. but it would have been even more so had the 
officer in question been almost anyone but the chief military 
.policeman — the one army officer who could be expected to be 
above suspicion, and clean as a hound's tooth, at all times. Instead it 
turns out that T/A Arbel used’his post as guardian of other soldiers' 
behaviour to dispense favours in a manner which, even when not 
strictly illegal, and self-serving, amounted to conduct unbecoming an 
officer. 

The problem, it is true, is not confined to the army police. The 
civilian police. For its part, has lately been hit by a rash of apparent 
scandals involving some very senior officers in Galilee and in Tel 
Aviv. But this can hardly be counted a consolation. The army may be 
just like the society from which it is. drawn, but nevertheless it is 
obliged to uphold a higher standard. 


Bezalel gets a home 


ISRAEL'S oldest academic institution, the Bezalel Academy of Arts 
and Design, is finally to have a true home of its own again. Through 


the good offices of the Council for Higher Education, an agreement 
has been reached between the Hebrew University in Jerusalem and 
the arts academy, leasing to Bezalel one of the university's buildings 
on Mount Scopus. 

Tne Ferkauf Building, earmarked for Bezalei's use, will only ac- 
commodate two of the academy’ssix departments. Some 7.500 square 
metres of additional floor space will be needed so that Bezalel, now 
spread over 1 1 mostly ramshackle buildings all over the capital, can 
be housed in a single unified campus. This will require a fresh fund- 
raising campaign focussing on both public and private donors. But 
when the expansion programme is completed, the world-renowned 
Bezalel will finally have a home worthy of the nobleambitions of its 
founder, the legendary ProL Boris. Schatz. The original stately 
Bezalel building in Reha via. long a Jerusalem landmark but which 
proved inadequate decades ago, is to be preserved as exhibition 
rooms. 

That new home should allow a ready commerce of ideas and in- 
fluences among the academy's various departments — and between 
them and the Hebrew University, ft should also help reduce running 
costs, and the lime now wasted shuttling among the departments. 

It is now only to be hoped that no last-minute Hitch prevents the 
signing of the agreement, whose outline has already been agreed 
upon by the parties concerned.

Knee-jerk rejection

of Soviet Jews are asking for the 
right to leave.” 

Simone Veil, president of the 
European Parliament, said that 
what is happening to Russia's Jews 
“is part and parcel of a world 
process, of a degradation of liberty 
and human rights and an increase of 
terrorism.” 

Among Jewish leaders who at- 
tended the conference were Jewish 
Agency chairman Arye Dulzin, the 
president of the American 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
Jewish Organizations Ted Mann, 
British Labour MP Greville Janner, 
and the chief rabbis of Holland, Ita- 
ly and France. 
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! IT IS entirely likely that Prime 
Minister Begin is right: that the “so- 
called Saudi Peace Plan" (as he so 
calls it) is merely “a plan for Israel's 
liquidation in stages." There is a 
“high probability.” to use a chilling 
term from our all-too-recent 
history, that Begin is right, and that 
therefore his flat rejection of the 
plan is justified. 

B ut what if he isn't? Even in some 
cases of "high probability," as we 
have come tp learn, there is just that 
element of “low probability”: 
fSvirui nemucha) that should also ex- 
ercise the minds of policy-makers. 

I use the emotionally loaded 
language of ‘‘probability” advisedly. 
I deliberately seek to bring back- to 
mind the terrible memories of Oc- 
tober 1973 because there is some 
probability — high, low, medium, 
future historians will determine — 
that the war would not have hap- 
pen ed if Israel had responded 
positively to Sadat's Hist peace- 
signal in 1971. 

At that time, in 1971, when the 
new and universally despised Egyp- 
tian president first referred to the 
notion of a “peace agreement” with 
Israel, the “probability” that he was 
sincere was perceived as no higher 
than the “probability” today that 
Prince Fahd means peace. 

Tndeed, even in 1977, after the 
secret Dayan-Tohami meetings, 
when Sadat announced that he was 
ready to go “to the Knesset in 
Jerusalem,'* there was only a 
“probability” — certainly no cer- 
tainty — that he sincerely meant 
peace. The then chief-of-slaff 
Mordechai Gur was by no means 


alone when he warned that this 
might be a ploy to liquidate Israel, 
in stages or otherwise. 


MOST ISRAELIS, and no doubt 
Begin among them were troubled 
by the same fears. Nevertheless, the 
prime minister, in a stroke of 
historic 'statesmanship, resolved 
that Israel must give it a try. 

Sadat's speech from the Knesset 
podium was not very different in its 
content from the Saudi plan today. 
Of course, though, his very- 
presence there — and his une- 
quivocal talk of peace and nor- 
malization and acceptance in the 
region — made all the difference, 
and “broke through the psy- 
chological barrier” of suspicion and 
distrust: 

There has been no such dramatic, 
barrier-breaking move on the part 
of Prince Fahd or King K haled-. 

Nevertheless, Menache'm Begin 
(and the rest of the political es- 
tablishment, including the Labour 
opposition) will not be exonerated 
before the court of Jewish history if 
they fail to give due consideration 
to the Fahd plan, however cautious- 
ly. Perhaps, just perhaps, this is 
another of those rare cases where 
the “low probability” scenario 
supersedes the “high probability as- 
sessment — the assessment that the 
Saudi plan is purely “a dagger to be 
driven into our heart" (Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak' Shamir). 

Perhaps. But we will never know 
unless we attempt to find out. 
Instead of a blanket rejection, our 
response to the Fahd proposals 
should have been — and stilt should 


be — a searching challenge. We 
should announce our agreement 
with one or two of the eight points 
(for example, freedom of worship), 
our reasoned rejection of the 
others, our own counter-proposals 
— and our invitation for negotia- 
tions with the Saudis at Geneva next 
Monday morning. 

The purpose would be tactical: to 
put them on the.spot, and- to try, 
thereby, to ascertain their true in- 
' tent. 

Such an Israeli response need not 
prejudice the Camp David process. 
The Saudis are hot parties to Camp 
David; they are not required to par- 
ticipate in any negotiations ynder 
.Camp David; and offering to hold a 
separate, parallel dialogue, with 
them need m no way imply, a 
weakening of our commitment to 
Camp David.

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ISRAEL'S REACTION has been 
precisely the opposite. It has not 
only dismissed the Fahd proposals 
out of hand, H has ominously hinted 
that if the U.S. adopts them,, the 
Camp David, process could come’ 
grinding to a halt. 



Dissecting die Saudi plan in a let- 
ter to President Reagan, Begin con- 
tended that Fahd does. not . even 
mention the .fundamental concepts 
of “peace” and “negotiations,” And 
Israeli officials cite a Saudi new- 
spaper which stated that the' plan 
does not imply - “recognition" of 
Israel. . 

This is textual exegesis, and as 
such is quite convincing — though 
not .indisputable. When the leading 


statesmen of the Western wojrfd, 
after meeting with Fahd, publicly 
praise the proposal as a “peace 
ptaT and as a baas for negotiations 
with .the State of Israel, the -crown 
prince does not contradict them. 
Moreover, Fahd’s plan does, in fact, 
refer to “peace” and to “Israel” and 
does seem backhaudediy. to imply 
recognition. 

And the fact that the Arab Rejec- 
tion ists have assailed the plan' ought 
itself to give us in Israel cause to 
pause before joining them in their 
knee-jerk rcjectiom'sm.

KIBBUTZN1KS ARE the new 
aristocracy. They have taken to the 
high life like ducks to water. Once 
they were hard-nosed pioneers bat- 
tling the swamps and deserts and 
living frugal, simple lives. Today 
they disport themselves Eke mil- 
lionaires, lounge around their lux- 
ury swimming pools and ignore the 
harsh realities of life outside their 
settlements — or so the prime 
minister said recently. 

It is hard to believe that he was 
serious, but if he was, he should visit 
my kibbutz. Here he will find a 
world as far removed from that of 
the idle rich as it is possible to be. 

Yes. we do have, our luxuries. 
There is '.a - 'swiifcttiing" "poolT* iin- 
filtered and much loo small for the 
200 or so members, children, 
volunteers and ulpan students it is 
supposed to serve. Mind you, it is 
not used that much. After one of 
our long work days the only place 
most people want to float to is off to 
sleep. We have a smart new dining 
room, completed just a year ago. 
after 30 years of eating in a wood 
and corrugated iron structure that 
let in rain in (he winter, dust in the 
summer and birds and insects all 
year round. We are also in the 
process of enlarging our tiny one- 
bedroom apartments so that our

children can sleep at home instead 
of in children's houses. 

It's a fairly, comfortable life, but 
not one that even people of modest 
tastes could describe as “millionaire 
style.” 

For those few luxuries we do en 
joy we pay a considerable price, 
particulariy now, at fruit picking, 
time. The currency is hard labour. 
We work very hard all year round; 
but right now we are going 1 through 
what people and the kibbutz 
describe as “autumn madness.” ft's 
a crazy four-and-a-half-month 
period in which family, friends and 
all the other good things in life are 
pushed aside in a frenzied effort to 
bring in the fruit harvest. 

A visit to our dining room at 
breakfast time during this season 
might give some indication of the 
stale of frenzy. Looking a: the faces 
of the members as they bolt down 
their breakfast before heading back 
to the fields, a visitor might be ex- 
cused for thinking that they had 
just come back from a night on the 
tiles. Eyes are bleary, faces pale and 
drawn. But it’s overwork and lack

BANK CHARGES

Sir, — My son — 18 months out 
of the army — has just received his 
special loan for demobilized 
soldiers. The sum of IS 1 200 is un- 
linked and low-interest, repayable 
over four years. In order-to obtain 
the loan, he was required to 
produce (a) guarantees from my 
wife and myself, and (b) an 
irrevocable payment order from his 
bank for IS33 per month. 

For executing this order, the 
bank charges 1S6 per month, 
payable in advance over four years. 
This means that my son was debited 
with the amount of IS288 (almost a 
quarter of the loan) as a condition 
for receiving the loan.
